The growth of the olive is to be, it seerns 


to me, one of tlie lea-ling and mo.st per- 
manent industries of southern California. 
It will give us, what il is nearly impossible 
to buy now, pun: olive oil, in place of the 
cottonseed and lard mixture in general 
ii.si1. 
It, in a most wholcnome and palatable 


article of food. Those whose chief experi- 
ence of the olive is the large, coarse and 
not agreeable Spanish variety, used only 
as an appetizer, know little of the value of 
(lie best varieties as food, nutritious as 
meat, and always uelicious. Good bread 
anil a dish of pickled olives make an excel- 
lent meal. The &ort known as the Mission 
olive, planted by the Franciscans a century 
ago, is generally grown now, and the bent 
fruit is from the older trees. 


The most successful attempts in culti- 


vating the olive and putting itou the mar- 
ket have been marie' by Mr. F. A. Kimball 
and Mr. 
KM wood Cooper. 
The experi- 


r.i,.nts li.'ivp I'one far enooi/h to .show that 
the industry is very remunerative. The 
best olive oil I have ever lusted anywhere 
is that produced from the Cooper and 
Kimball orchards; but not enough is pro- 
duced to supply the local demand. Mr. 
Cooper has written a careful treatise on 
olive culture, which will be of great serv- 
ice to all growers. The art of pickling is 
not yet mastered, and perhaps some other 
variety will be preferred to the Old Mis- 
sion for the table. 


A mature olive grove in good bearing is 


a fortune. 
I feel sure that within twenty- 


five years this will bo one of the most prof- 
itable industries in California, and that Ihe 
demand for pure oil and edible fruit in the 
United States will drive out the adulter- 
ated 
and inferior 
present commercial 


products. But California can easily ruin 
its reputation l>y adopting the European 
systems of adulteration.—Charles Dudley 
Warner in Harper's.

ObMrvatlonn on How Th«y Affect a Man'* 


Character and Appearance. 


The talk about the overwork and under- 


pay of mnny sorts of laborers tempts a 
thoughtful pei son to take a rather critical 
attitude with t egard to his luxuries. An 
enjoyment is e.isily spoiled by the twinge 
of reminding conscience, which Insists 
that the pleasure has been secured through 
the unduly painful toil of another. 


But at least unc delightful extravagance 


is entirely fre« from this taint of the 
primal curse. Flowers have no clinging 
associations of unhappy workers in squalid 
surroundings, but call instead to the minds 
of those who know them the most con- 
tented class of manual laborers to be found 
in the world. Among a good many florists 
and gardeners whom I have known I can- 
not remember » single dissatisfied or pessi- 
mistic one.

EDITOE GAZKTTK :— Referring to a com- 


munication in a recent issue of the GAZBTTE, 
I wish to say, that the members of the School 
Board have a lively interest jn the welfare of 
the schools. This is indicated by 'heir gene- 
ral action, which will bear close scrutiny, 
and stand the test of intelligent investigation. 


They may not always secure good teachers; 


they may not always be able to do so. If 
they fail in this respect at any time it may 
be owing chiefly to a scarcity of good ma- 
terial from which to select. They aim to 
choose the best that is obtainable, and even 
then the result might prove that they have 
erred in judgment. 
If all the applicants 


were sure to possess the qualifications of 
good teachers, and to be in every way ac- 
ceptable and desirable, the business of 
choosing would be happily simplified, and 
free from special difficulty. 
In some cases 


neither nature nor education has set the seal 
of approbation on the applicant, and the di- 
rectors are usually wise enough to accord to 
them the need of respectful silence. This 
seems rarely to be accepted as a token that 
such applicants are not worthy of considera- 
tion, or thai the directors are anxious, ia 
performing their most important duty, to 
protect the schools from the misfortune of 
unfit selections. It would be a good thing 
i'or the Board to adopt as a rule, "capable 
teachers, only, wanted; no others need 
apply." It is well to keep in view the fact 
that the quality of the school reflects the 
quality of the teacher. 


At the lust meeting of the Board Helen L. 


Black was elected to fill the vacancy at the 
Washington street school. 
Miss Black is a 


graduate of the Harrisburg High School, and 
also of the Bloorusburg Normal School. She 
has been engaged in the work of teaching 
some eighteen mouths, and is not, therefore, 
without experience. State Superintendent 
Waller, formerly of the Bloomsburg Normal, 
wrote a testimonial in her favor ; County 
Superintendent Blotter gave a favorable re- 
port ; and the president and secretary of the 
Board where she now teaches added their 
favorable communications, all in response to 
inquiries from the president of our Board. 
These facts are 
mentioned to bhow the 


ground upon which the Board based their 
decision, as well as to indicate (heir desire 
to choose the best applicants at 
their 


command. 


Let me say a few words in regard to the 


superintendency. 
it is the uniform opinion 


of the directors that our schools have been 
conspicuously benefited through the services 
of the borough superintendent. 
The estab- 


lishment of the offici: has been fully justified 
by results. 
The officer chosen in the begin- 


ning still holds the position by the unani- 
mous sanction of the Board. Her work has 
been well done, and with conscientious care, 
untiring energy, good judgment, and careful 
management. There is no thought in the 
miud of any director that there would be the 
least propriety in returning to the old 
custom. 
That would be retrograde action, 


detrimental to the progress and welfare of 
the schools. 


We know that the children who attend 


our public schools are almost exclusively 
those whose parents cannot afford to send 
them to private schools. 
We do not wflnl 


them to feel any privation on this account, 
and therefore we aim to give them all the 
advantages we can reasonably provide. Step 
by step we wish to increase the value of the 
schools for the benefit of the pupils, and 
enlarge their capacity for usefulness. 
An 


olIioiouL Bupoi-iuteiutenl, and a corps of able, 
industrious, energetic, and vigilant teachers 
are csseutial auxiliaries in the promotion ot 
this endeavor.

THE "STOVK COMMITTEE'S" LIST. 


The "fctovecoininitt.ec," he explained is 


the source of all railroad information for 
which no railroad officer is willing to be 
dircclly responsible. There is a "stove 
| committee" connected with every railroad 


It keeps watch of things, discusses internal 
and external policies, criticises tbe officers 


| of tlie road, and passes out to the world 


through devious and untraceable ways 
"tips" of what is going to happen. 
| 
If an unpopular officer or agent of a rail- 


road company is about to be removed or 
transferred to some post less desirable than 
the one he has occupied, he generally 
gets his first information about it from the 
mysterious "stove committee." A con- 
spicuous illustration of this fact may he 
cited iu the case of Charles Francis Adams, 


the Union Pacific. The news of his pros- 
pective fate, which was wafted into the 
office of The Times from the well posted 
'stovecommittee," met with repeated de- 
nials from Mr. Adams, but he was finally 
obliged to admit its correctness. 


Hut to return to the list of railroad nick- 


names. Tho "stove committee" conjured 
np by the genial general manager evolved 
the following list:

SIGNIFICANCE OF TUE NAMES. 


The above list includes the nicknames 


most in use. lu addition to these there is 
a very large number of abbreviations of 
the names of railroads which are a part of 
bhe railroad parlance of the day 
There is 


the Central, for the New York Central and 
Hudson River road; West Shore, for the 
New York, West Shore and Buffalo; Erie, 
for New York, Lake Erie and Western- 
Lackavvanna, for Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western; Santa Fe, for Atchison To- 
peka and Santa Fe; the Frisco, for St 
Louis and San Francisco; K. T for Rich- 
mond and West Point Terminal; Lake 
bhore, for Lake Shore aud Michigan South- 
ern; R. W. O., for Koine, Watertown and 
Ogdensburg. and the Plant system for the 
Savannah, Florida and Western and the 
Charleston and Savannah roads. 
There 


are many others that the "stove commit- 
tee could not remember at the moment 
Hie Buffalo aud Southwestern, which was 
at first abbreviated to B. and S. W., is now 
known locally as "Brandy and Soda Wa- 
ter, and the Buffalo and Jamestown rail- 
road is familiarly spoken of as "The Jim- 
town." 


Most of the nicknames are significant of 


some peculiar feature or character of the 
railroad systems to wnlcn they are appllea 
For instance, tlie "Big Four" is applied to 
n sy.stem formed by the consolidation of 
four roads—viz., tlie Cincinnati, Indianap- 
olis, St. Louis and Chicago; the Cleveland 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis- 
the Indianapolis and St. Louis, and the 
Cairo, Vinceunes nnd Chicago line. The 
Maple Leaf is appropriate because a line 
drawn around the various points to which 
the Chicago, St. Paul aud Kausas City runs 
outlines a maple leaf. The Clover Leaf fits 
the Toledo, St. Louis aud Kausas City for 
the same reason. 


The Kentucky Central is called the Blue 


Grass because it runs through the blue 
grass region. 
Tlie Queen and Crescent 


describes tlie Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
lexns Pacific, inasmuch as Cincinnati is 
called the Queen City and New Orleans 
the Crescent City. The Nypano is simply 
a condensed abbreviation of New York 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, as N. Y., P. and O.' 
The "Soo" takes its name from tbe Sault 
Ste. Marie, and the Monon applies because 
it is tlie main junction on the line of the 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago — 
New York Times.

hearing so much, is an extremely chronic 
disease of the skin, attacking persons be- 
tween the an;es of 2and 15.

New centers form 
ami the old ones nmv gradually disappear 
If the tissue breaks down an opeii sore is 
found, covered with yellowish and brown- 
ish crusts. Unlike ordinary tubercle, the 
lupus nodules are rothur vascular 


Tubercle bacilli are found in the tissue, 


but they are very infrequent, and often 
many examinations ure required to detect 
them. Inoculation of h,p,ls nodules will 
it is asserted, cause tuberculosis iu rabbits 
nnd guinea pigs, but inoculation of the 
skin with tubercle will not prod See lipm? 
I'ortlns nnd other reasons so distinguished 
un authority as K.iposi denies that lupus is 
a cutaneous tuberculosis, although that 
vipw is held positively by Koch and his 
pupi.s. Lupus, chronic as it is in its ten- 
dencies often disappears for a time under 
treatment, only to reappear later. Derma- 
tologi^ts generally give a favorable prog- 
nosis, provided treatment is persisted in -
